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NORTH VIETNAM STATEMENTS ON ATTACKS- July 1964 



Hanoi VNA International Service in English, 1 Ju ] 1964 : 

.... On 10 June a reconnaissance Dakota plane of the U.S. -puppet air 
force coming from South Vietnam intruded into the airspace of the de- 
militarized demarcation river at an altitude of about 600 meters, and 
then flew toward the south. Meanwhile, policemen of the South Vietnamese 
authorities opened fire at the Tien An people's security post in the 
northern part of the demilitarized zone. 

On 15 May engineering corps group belonging to the First Division of the 
U.S. -puppet army and carried by 12 military trucks illegally entered the 
demilitarized zone. Since then they have begun to widen roads and build 
more military fortifications along the southern bank of the Ben Hai river. 
From 12 to 18 April, 40 groups composed of 1,224 persons -- including 
570 mi 1 i tarymen and 14 U.S. advisers -- moved up to the Hien Luong bridge 
and other places along the Ben Hai river to survey, photograph, and record 
films, provoking the inhabitants on the northern bank of the river. 

In the period under review, troops of the South Vietnamese administration 
intruded into the demilitarized zone and 27 times opened fire, and on many 
occasions fired at the northern bank. From 19 to 25 April, the puppet 
armed forces 28 times opened fire. On 23 April special commando forces 
fired four bullets at a fishing boat belonging to an inhabitant of the 
northern bank 

Hanoi VNA International Service in English, 2 Ju 1 1964 : 

On the night of 30 June, a group of commandos of the U.S. imperialists 
and their henchmen in South Vietnam which violated the coastal area of 
Quang Binh Province to carry out sabotage activities in North Vietnam was 
captured. When their boats were still far from shore, the commandos were 
spotted by the local people, who cooperated with the people's security 
armed forces and militiamen to get ready to fight. No sooner had the in- 
truders landed than they were encircled and completely captured. The people 
and their armed forces in Quang Binh seized a large quantity of weapons and 
equipment for sabotage activities bearing U.S. markings. 

This is the 15th commando group introduced into North Vietnam by the U.S. 
imperialists and their henchmen in South Vietnam since June last year and 
annihilated by the people's forces. 

Hanoi VNA in English, 3 Jul 1964 : 

.... A g roup of commandos 1 anded on the coas t of Quang Binh P ro v i nee f o r 
sabotage activities, but was intercepted and wiped out by the local police 
and militia forces. Many exhibits belonging to it, including arms, ammuni- 
tion, rubber landing boats, and so forth . . . (ellipsis as received), were 
captured

■f; A white book entitled "The Criminal Activities of the United States 

* and its Agents in North Vietnam" has just been published here by the Press 

and Information Department of the DRV Foreign Ministry. it records a 
number of cases of spy commando intrusions into North Vietnam which have 
been publicly tried by DRV courts, namely the intrusion into the coastal 
area of Ha Tinh Province (29 December 1962), the case of spy commandos ai r- 
dropped on Ha Bak Lang Son area (13 April 1963), on Yen Bai Lao Kay area 
£ (4 June 1963), on the hilly area of Hong Quang (now Quang Tinh, 4 June 1963), 

and the intrusion of spy commandos into the coastal area of Hai Ninh (now 
Quang Ninh, 16 July 1963). 

The book publishes seven other cases of spy commandos smuggled into North 
Vietnam in 1963 and publicly tried by courts of the DRV and two cases of 
intrusion into DRV territorial waters by Taiwan special agents. 

It further carries a recapitulatory list of 83 cases of intrusions into 
DRV airspace and territorial waters in 1963 by the U.S. puppet's air and 
naval craft and a map showing the infiltration points of spy commandos in 
six of the above cases 

Hanoi in Vietnamese, 7 Jul 1964 : 

On 24 June 1964 the military control organ of the Left Bank Military 
Zone made public the decision to prosecute the following members of the 
three groups of Chiang Kai-shek secret agents, lackeys of the imperialists, 
who used motorboats to land on the shore of Ha Co i district, Quang Ninh 
Province, on the night of 28 July 1963: 

1- -(Chen Chi-siu), serial No. 95, colonel (several words indistinct) and 
commander of the secret agent platoon, he drew up the plan for landing at 
Ha Coi and commanded the group in executing the plan. He directly com- 
manded squad No. 1 which landed on the shore of Ha Coi district. After 
landing and being surrounded, he and his men resisted. Wounded, he and 
his men tri-ed to run away, but they were surrounded and captured. 

2- -(Yang Shin-tinh), Serial No. 97, Major (several words indistinct) and 
deputy commander of the secret agent platoon. He was responsible for help- 
ing (Chen Chi-siu) train, organize, and command the secret agent platoon. 

He was responsible for commando squad No. 2 which landed on the shore of 

Ha Coi district. Encircled on the shore, he ordered his men to resist and 
try to escape. He also ordered his men to throw the equipment into the sea. 
Surrounded, he surrendered. 

3- - (Chang Lim-chin), serial No. 90, first lieutenant (many words indistinct). 
When surrounded he did not resist, but tried to run for the forest. He was 
surrounded and captured. 
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4- -(Chou Tang-kang), serial No. 107 (several words indistinct). Surrounded, 
he ordered his men to resist and drive the motorboats away. Upon finding 
that there was no hope of escape and that one of his men had raised a white 
flag, he let himself be captured. 

5- -(Hong Kien-Kuo), serial No. 102, first lieutenant (several words in- 
distinct) who enjoyed the confidence of his commander, who promoted him to 
squad leader. Surrounded, he ordered his men to resist. Finally, seeing 
there was no hope of resisting, he let himself be captured. 

6- -(Tu Chuen-wu), serial No. 9^, captain (several words indistinct). Sur- 
rounded after trying to flee, he again tried to escape. He took refuge in 
a peasant's house and tried to bribe him. The latter sent for the militia- 
men to take him. 

7- -(Chou Kwang-i), serial No. 82, first lieutenant (several words indistinct). 
Surrounded and realizing that there was no hope of escape, he proposed sur- 
render to (Yang Shin-Tinh), who hesitated. Meanwhile, (Chou Kwang-i) put 

the equipment in order and raised a white flag. 

8- -Yeh Ti-hong), serial No. 103, first lieutenant and member of the secret 
agent unit. Encircled on the sea, he resisted. Then he and his men landed 
and ran for the forest. Surrounded in a mountain crevice, he and his men 

s tubbo rn 1 y res i s ted . 

9- -(Chen Nin-tao), serial No. 96, captain and member of the secret agent 
unit. Encircled on the sea, he resisted. Then he and his men landed and ran 
for the forest. Encircled in a mountain crevice, he and his men stubbornly 
res i s ted . 

10 - (Yang Nu-hwa), serial No. 26, first lieutenant and member of the secret 
agent unit. Encircled on the sea, he resisted stubbornly. When (Chou Kwang-i) 
surrendered, he had to lay down his weapon. 

1 1 — ( Ho Hai-yin), serial No. 28, first lieutenant and member of the secret 
agent unit. Encircled on the sea, he resisted stubbornly. 

12--(Lo Wen-teh), serial No. 23, first lieutenant and member of the secret 
agent unit, Encircled on the sea, he resisted. When (Chou Kwang-1) waved 
the white flag, he also laid down his weapon. 

13 — (Ling Trai-tso), serial No. 48, first lieutenant and member of the 
secret agent unit. Encircled on the sea, he resisted and laid down his 
weapon only when (Chou Kwang-i) waved the white flag. 

^4 — (Liu Su-yi), serial No. 61, first lieutenant and member of the secret 
agent unit. Encircled on the sea, he resisted and laid down his weapon only 
when (Chou Kwang-i) waved the white flag. 
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15- -(Tzu Ch i n-hsueh ) serial No. 100, first lieutenant and member of the 
secret agent unit. He and his men landed on the shore and hid. Sur- 
rounded, he resisted and was wounded. Realizing that there was no hope 

of escaping, he proposed surrender to (Hong Kien-Kuo). At that very moment, 
our police and militia rushed them and captured them. 

16- -(Chang Tien), serial No. 66, first lieutenant and member of the secret 
agent unit. After landing, he and his men went into hiding, but they were 
final 1 y captured . 

1 7- - (Wang Yuan-Kwang), serial No. 63, first lieutenant and member of the 
secret agent unit. After landing, he and his men went into hiding. En- 
circled and asked by the militiamen to surrender, he refused. When we 
fired on them to exterminate them, he proposed surrender to (Hong Kien-kuo), 
but he refused. (Wang) surrendered with his weapon. 

In addition to these men, the unit of Chiang Kai-shek secret agents, lackeys 
of the U.S. imperialists, included nine other men. After landing these nine 
men stubbornly refused to surrender. They were exterminated on the spot by 
the people and militiamen 

Hanoi VNA in English, 11 Jul 1964 : 

The military court of the Red River Left Bank Military Sector held a 
public sitting yesterday to try a U.S. -Chiang Kai-shek spy commando secret 
agent group which landed on the DRV coast in Ha Coi District (Quang Ninh 
Province) on the night of 28-29 July 1963. This group comprised 26 men. 

Nine were annihilated because of their obdurate opposition, and 17 captured. 
In connection with the trial, the military court has exhibited material and 
equipment of the spy group, including motorboats with their coverings made 
of plastic, transmi tter-recei ver sets, explosives, revolvers, carbines, 
daggers, handg renades , and a large quantity of clothes to disguise them- 
selves, and poison to commit suicide when necessary. None of them dared to 
use such poison when captured. 

The military equipment bears n USA" marks. The visitors have clearly seen 
such words as "Johnson Motors USA n on the motorboats, "Winchester" on a 
revolver cylinder, and "USA" on the carbines, radio sets, compasses, and 
so forth. . . . Before the court, and confronted with the material evi- 
dence, all the spy-commando secret agents pleaded guilty for serving the 
U.S. -Chiang Kai-shek clique. They declared that they belonged to a spy 
organ of the intelligence service in Taiwan led by Chiang Ching-kuo (Chiang 
Kai-shek's son), deputy secretary of the Kuomintang. They were trained by 
Chiang and U.S. officers. 

In January 1 963 the U.S. -Chiang intelligence service opened a Pan Shang-ming 
spying course for 100 commandos. This course comprised four sections. All 
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of them were in section three, called Column 41, with Cheng Chi-chiao as 
commander, Lin Hsing-chong and Yang Chen-ting as deputy commanders, and 
Chang Lin-chin in charge of radio transmission. 

On 17 April 1963, they were admitted to the Kuomintang. Before leaving 
Taiwan, they were promoted to higher ranks. At 8:00 p.m. on 18 July 1963 , 
Column 41 of the U.S.-Chiang clique set out from Tan Shuei port (Taiwan) 
on two small ships disguised as fishing boats. Five days later they ar- 
rived on a strange island beyond the Taiwan territorial waters where they 
were spotted by two aircraft which circled over several times. Then they 
discovered two ocean-going vessels which fired some shots as a salute to 
them . 

Knowing that these planes and ships belonged to the henchmen of the United 
States in South Vietnam, they hoisted the Chiang Kai-shek and South Vietnam 
puppet's three-striped flags. . . . 

On 24 July, Col. Teng Yao-min, one of the trainers of the Pan Shang-ming 
spying course, who had left for Saigon some time earlier to coordinate 
action with the South Vietnam puppet authorities, welcomed them on the 
island. Teng Yao-min proposed that they not disclose that they had stopped 
over on this island which lies off South Vietnam's coast, not far from 
Danang (Tourane) port. 

They were entrusted by the Taiwan authorities with various tasks: building 

a guerrilla base, developing armed forces, organizing violence and re- 
bellion in the V ietnam-Ch i na border area, carrying out sabotage activities 
in the military and economic fields in Vietnam and China, and conducting 
psychological warfare and collecting information on national defense of the 
DRV. On 26 July 1 963 they left the island for the gulf of North Vietnam. 

At 8:00 p.m. on 28 July they arrived near Bach Long Vi Island and stopped 
there. They split up into three small groups and moved inland on three 
motor boats. Each boat was provided with just enough gasoline to help them 
1 and . 


Hanoi VNA in English, 15 Jul 1964: 

.... On the basis of reliable information from the Pentagon, David Hoffman, 
editor of the New York HERALD TRIBUNE, revealed on 8 June 1964 that active' 
preparations were being made to carry out this plan: about 50 B57B jet 

bombers from the Third Bomb Wing are now in training at Clark Air Force 
Base in the Philippines for eventual raids against North Vietnam. 
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Hanoi VNA in English, 17 Ju 1 1964 : 

The Military court of the Fourth Military Sector held a public 
sitting on 15 July in Nghe An Province to try a group of spy-commandos 
of the United States and its lackeys in South Vietnam. They were air- 
dropped on a mountain region in Thanh Chuong district, Nghe An Province, 
North Vietnam, on the night of 25 April 1964. The group was caught alive 
together with all their documents and material evidence. According to 
their declarations, these commandos were accompanied by an American officer 
from Saigon to Da Nang, Quang Nam Province, South Vietnam, and from Da Nang 
airport they flew to Thanh Chuong, Nghe An Province, North Vietnam, and 
parachuted there. Dinh Van Lam, head of the group, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment, and Nguyen Van Suu, Nguyen Van Th i , Nguyen Van Ninh, Nguyen 
Van Ke, and Nguyen Van Huu, members, from 6 to 20 years imprisonment. 

Hanoi in Vietnamese, 17 Jul 1964 : 

On the night of 17 June and early morning of 18 June the U.S. imperial- 
ists and lackey authorities of South Vietnam sent an aircraft to enter the 
north and airdrop at a spot in Tan Uyen district, Yen Bai Province, a team 
of ranger spies headed by Nguyen Xuan Phuong, alias Nguyen Xuan Khanh, and 
Xuan Son. These ranger spies were organized, trained, equipped, and sent to 
the north to sabotage the railroads and communication routes in Yen Bai 
Provi nee . 

However, as soon as the ethnic people in Tan Uyen district saw the plane 
appear, they were on the alert and followed its path. Twelve male and 
female members of the labor youth group of the Man tribe together succeeded 
in capturing the head of the spy team, who had no time to carry out any 
action. Then they cooperated with local inhabitants and militiamen in ar- 
resting all the other spies. One of the spies, who stubbornly refused to 
surrender, was shot to death on the spot by the militia. All their equip- 
ment, including t ransm i tters , weapons, food, and means for espionage and 
ranger activities, were seized. 


Hanoi VNA in Vietnamese, 16 Jul 1964 : 

The military court of the Fourth Military Sector held a public sitting 
on the morning of 15 July at a point in Nghe An to try a group of six spy- 
commandos airdropped into the mountain region of Thanh Chuong district, 

Nghe An Province, on the night of 25-26 April.. .... 

The six defendants were: 1) Dinh Van Lam, 33 years old, born at Trung Thanh 

village, Hai Hau district, Nam Dinh Province, resident at house No. 17/7, 
Land 1 8, Kien Thiet (market?), Tuy Ha village, Gia Dinh Province, chief of 
the spy-commando group; 2) Nguyen Van Th i , 34, born at An Dinh village, 
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Tam Duong district, Vinh Phuc Province, lived at the Go Vap resettlement 
camp, Gia Dinh province; 3) Nguyen Hinh, 21, born at Nhan Tin village, Yen 
Lac district, Vinh Phuc Province, lived at the Thu Due resettlement camp, 

Gia Dinh province; 4) Nguyen Van Huu, 21, born at Dung Tien Village, Que 

Duong district, Ha Bac Province, lived at Tu Due village, Thu Due, Gia Dinh; 

5) Nguyen Van Ke, 35 born at Thai Bo village, Vo Giang district, Ha Bac 
Province, lived at Tu Due village, Thu Due village, Thu Due, Gia Dinh; and 

6) Nguyen Huu Suu, 27, born at Tu Due village, Que Duong district, Ha Bac 

Province, lived at Tu Due village Thu Due, Gia Dinh. 

Many among them have committed acts of betrayal against the country and 
owed a blood debt to the people since 1952. They volunteered to act as 
spy-commandos for the United States and its lackeys since 1962 and were 
trained by many U.S. officers in espionage and commando methods. They were 
air dropped by the United States and its lackeys into the mountain region 
of Thanh Chuong, Nghe An Province, on the night of 25-26 April, and were 
chased and all were captured by the local militia and security agents to- 
gether with all evidence, including transmitters, weapons, explosives, food, 
and other means for conducting espionage and commando activities, bearing 
U.S. marki ngs . 

Hanoi VNA in English, 23 Jul 1964 : 

.... Within the three weeks ending 31 May the U.S. imperialists and their 
henchmen in South Vietnam illegally sent into the demilitarized zone some 
222 vehicles of various kinds with 1,675 persons aboard, including American 
military personnel. During the same period the intruders on 73 occasions 
opened fire in the area. 

From 1 to 20 June 1964, armed forces illegally intruded into the southern 
part of the demilitarized zone opened fire there on 63 occasions and even 
fired at the northern bank 
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
